jects Trading to, and having Goods and Merchandiſe at Malaga, Alicant, and other 

> F02eign parts, to return, and bzing home their Effects in Ships belonging to any 
in Amity with Us, notwithſtanding the ſaid Acts; And We did thereby declare, 
eee That when We ould think fit to determine that Dilpenlation, We Would by 
Dur Royal Pꝛoclamation gibe Six Moneths notice thereof, to the end no Merchant, oꝛ 
other perſon therein concerned, hould be ſurp2ized ; Which Oꝛder was not, noꝛ could be intended 
to give Liberty to any of Our Subjects to bꝛing in their Goods in Ships belonging to any then in 
Amity with Us, after they became Our Enemies: We taking the ſame into conſideration, have 
thought fit (with the Advice of Dur Pꝛivy Council.) to publiſh this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation; 
And do hereby declare, That the ſaid Oꝛder of the Twenty fifth of October 1665. and the Libert 
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Merchants as upon encouragement of the fozementioned Oꝛder, have made uſe ok Fozeign Ships 
as afo:eſaid, ſhall not ſuffer any p2ejudice foz their ſo doing, within the ſpace of Sir Moneths 
from the Date hereof.. And further, His Majeſty doch declare, That all other Pꝛoclamations, 
O2ders, and Warrants that have been at any time iſſued, o2 granted upon any occaſion whatſo- 
ever, during the late Mar, Which do not agree with, oꝛ are in any wile contrary to the ſaid Acts, 
oꝛ either of them: And all and every the Dilpenlations, Licences, Liberties, Clauſes, Matters 
and Things in the ſaid Pꝛoclamations, Oꝛders and Warrants, oꝛ any of them contained, hall 
from and after the Date hereof, be void, and of no fozce, to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever ; 
Any thing in them, oꝛ any of them contained to the contrary notwinhſtanding : Whereof all 
perſons concerned are to take notice, and confozin theinſelves accozdingly,
